THB STATS BoiED OF EXAMINEES.— 


The Carson Free Lance lays: On Fri- 
day last the State Board of Examiners, 
consisting of Honorable J. W. Adams, 
J. M. Dormer, and TV. H. Davenport, 
counted the moneys in the Stale Treas- 
ury. In the vault of the Treasury is a 
two compartment safe. In the safe are 
iron shelves, on one of these shelves, 
are twelve rows of twenty dollar pieces 
extending back ten rows and fifty twenty 
dollar pieces or $1,000 in each pile, 
making $120,000 in all on tbis shelf. 
On the shelf below this are 12 rows of 
twenty dollar pieces extending back nine 
TOWS, and $1,000 in each pile making 
$108,000 on the lower shelf. On one of 
the shelves in the other compartment 
are $21,000 in twenty. In all there are 
249,000 in twenty dollar gold pieces in 
plain view when the doors of the vaults 
are thrown open to visitors, as is done 
daily. There are $12,872 in silver dol- 
lars; $1,810 in ten dollar gold pieces; 
$1,555 in five dollars gold pieces; $!,• 
543 50 in 50 cent silver pieces; $547 75 
in 25 cent pieces; $112 in 10 cent pieces; 
$2 60 in nickels; $13,980 iu U. S. Cur- 
rency and $517 85 in County certificates. 
There is in the State Treasury a total 
cash of over a quarter million of dollars.
